Opera  Star  Schedules 

Monday  Night  Debut 

Metropolitan  Opera  Star  Elena  Nikolaidi,  contralto,  will  make 
her  Provo  appearance  next  Monday  night  in  the  Provo  Tabernacle 
at  8:15.  Her  lyceum  program,  consisting  mainly  of  old-world  com- 
poser’s works,  will  include  such  favorites  as  “Songg  My  Mother 
Taught  Me,”  by  Dvorak  and  “Serenade,”  by  Schubert. 


Miss  Nikolaidi  was  born  in 
a small  town  near  Athens, 
Greece.  She  made  her  profes- 
sional debut,  after  graduation 
from  an  Athens  conservatory,  as 
soloist  with  the  State  Orchestra. 
After  study  on  a scholarship  in 
Vienna  in  1936,  she  was  engaged 
in  Verdi’s  “Don  Carlo,”  and  re- 
mained a leading  member  of  the 
Vienna  Opera  until  her  trip  to 
America. 

Her  New  York  debut  recital 
was  well  received.  Among  the 
highlights  of  her  first  season 
were  her  debut  with  the  New 
York  Philharmonic  - Symphony, 
her  radio  debut,  and  her  first 
appearances  on  the  West  Coast 
as  soloist  with  the  San  Francisco 
Symphony. 


The  Brigham  Young  Universe 
has  again  captured  honors  in 
competition  with  college  news- 
papers across  the  nation. 

The  Universe  received  first 
class  honor  rating  for  semi-week- 
ly or  tri-weekly  college  news- 
papers.

Steps  of  Freedom 
Emphasized  by 
President  Berrett 

Elder  William  E,  Berrett,  vice 
president  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity’s Church  department  of 
education,  spoke  on  “The  Road 
to  Freedom”  at  the  Tuesday  De- 
votional. He  outlined  four  steps 
which  would  bring  true  freedom. 

We  must  learn  the  truth,  mas- 
ter our  bodies,  love  God  and  our 
fellow  men,  and  gain  a strong 
testimony.  We  must  all  set  our- 
selves free  and  there  is  no  free- 
dom apart  from  learning.  We 
must  not  be  a slave  to  alcohol, 
nicotine,  caffeine,  or  appetite.

IOC  Favors 
‘Selection’ 
For  Y Units

The  lack  of  selectivity  in  the 
present  rushing  system  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  may  be 
on  its  way  out. 

Such  was  the  consensus  of 
social  unit  leaders  as  they  voted 
12-3,  Monday  night  in  Social  Unit 
committee  of  Inter-Organization- 
al council  to  appoint  a committee 
to  study  proposed  changes  in  the 
present  rushing  system. 

By  a several-year-old  ruling  of 
the  administration,  which  came 
with  the  full  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  no  student 
may  be  denied  admittance  to  a 
social  unit  if  he  wishes  to  join. 
Strict  rules  have  been  set  up  to 
prevent  favoritism  among  pro- 
spective members. 

Large  Units 

The  opinion  expressed  in  the 
committee  meeting,  however, 
was  that  under  the  present  sys- 
tem many  of  the  social  units 
have  become  too  large  to  operate 
effectively.  Russ  Mickelson,  IOC 
president,  stated  that  when  a 
social  unit  has  more  than  60

Dr.  Clark  stated  that  juniors 
hoping  to  study  abroad  after1* 
graduating  should1  start  thinking 
about  applying  for  Fullbright 
scholarships  now.

members  it  is  difficult  to  operate 
properly. 

Nevertheless,  at  the  present 
several  girls’  social  units  have 
over  100  members,  according  to 
Mickelson.  That  the  leaders  of 
the  girls'  social  units  favored 
stronger  changes  in  the  rules 
concerning  selectivity  was  notice- 
able at  the  meeting. 

One  of  the  main  purposes  out- 
lined in  the  motion  passed  by 
the  committee  was  to  study,  lim- 
iting the  number  of  members. 
The  Social  Unit  committee  mem- 
bers also  wanted  to  be  able  to 
submit  a carefully  worked  out 
plan  of  action  to  the  Committee 
of  Special  Services,  an  admin- 
istrative body. 

Six  social  unit  representatives 
voted  to  cancel  all  rushing  by 
social  units  this  quarter  to  study 
plans  to  limit  the  number  of 
members  in  social  units.  The 
motion  by  Grethe  Ballif  on  which 
they  voted,  however,  was  defeat- 
ed, 9-6.

This  is  a plea! 

Not  a plea  for  money,  clothes  or  canned  goods,  but  a plea  for  a 
little  thought. 

Elsewhere  on  this  page  we  are  told  that  867  students  are  on 
scholastic  probation  from  last  quarter.  University  authorities  inform 
us  that  this  figure  is  .not  drastic  or  alarming,  but  fairly  normal  for 
universities  of  this  size. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  mere  fact  that  over  800  students  are 
sliding  behind  in  their  grades  makes  us  wonder  if  it  wouldn’t 
be  worthwhile  for  everyone  on  this  campus  to  re-evaluate  his 
basic  aims  and  goals. 

First,  each  one  of  us  must  decide  why  we  are  here.  An  honest 
answer  from  every  student  would  undoubtedly  show  that  not  every- 
one is  here  for  an  education.  But  it  wouldn’t  be  too  much  to  hope 
for,  that  the  large  majority  are  seeking  knowledge. 

If  that  is  true,  then  our  first  aim  should  be  to  gain  that  educa- 
tion. Other  things,  as  important  as  they  may  be,  must  come  second. 

Time  is  a precious  commodity,  and  it  is  the  most  sought 
after  tiling  on  this  campus.  Stop  and  think  of  the  number  of 
activities  that  bid  for  your  time,  besides  your  studies.  Yet,  as 
precious  as  time  is,  it  sometimes  goes  at  a very  low  price.  In 
other  words,  too  often  we  let  an  unimportant  activity  take  the 
time  that  should  have  been  used  for  something  more  vital. 

It  all  boils  down  to  a case  of  relative  values.  Nothing  in  life  is 
)i  equal  importance,  and  it’s  up  to  each  individual  to  ascertain 
which  things  are  most  important. 

That  is  why  we  make  this  plea  for  some  thought  on  the  matter. 
Winter  quarter  is  a busy  one  from  an  extra-curricular  standpoint, 
md  for  that  reason  we  must  pick  our  activities  wisely.

All  members  of  Lenin’s  first 
post-revolutionary  Politburo  (his 
inner  cabinet  of  1917)  except  Jo- 
seph Stalin,  and  some  aren’t  sure 
his  cerebral  hemorrhage  wasn’t 
caused  by  a bullet.

Anyone  with  a nodding  ac- 
quaintance with  the  fundamen- 
tals of  the  chemistry  of  foods 
and  nutrition  will  recognize  that 
the  philosophy  of  the  exclusive 
use  of  “natural-  foods”  is  pro- 
moted either  in  ignorance  of  well 
established  nutritional  fact  or  as 
a tool  ‘ of  “conspiring  men”  for 
their  own  financial  gain.

Third  Nibley  Story 
Ready  on  Ancients 

Dr.  Hugh  Nibley,  professor  of 
history  and  religion,  has  written 
an  article  published  in  the  cur- 
rent issue  of  Western  Political 
Quarterly.  Dealing  with  the  an- 
cient super-state,  it  is  a detailed 
examination  of  the  vain  attempts 
of  Roman  Empire  to  legislate 
loyalty  in  the  fourth  century. 

This  is  Dr.  Nibley’s  third  ar- 
ticle on  that  subject  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  magazine,  largest 
circulated  political  science  jour- 
nal. The  previous  two  articles 
dealt  with  the  origins  and  sacral 
nature  of  the  ancient  state;  the 
latest  with  its  dissolution. 

While  serving  on  the  faculty 
of  Brigham  Young  University, 
Dr.  Nibley  has  been  a frequent 
contributor  to  technical  and 
scholarly  publications.
